Responding to state action 
providing relief to local 
governments during the first year 
under Proposition 13, the Upland 
City Council Monday night restored 
$1.57 million in proposed cuts and 
adopted a $12.9 million budget for 
1978-79. 

City Manager Lee Travers and 
Finance Director Anthony Andrade 
told the council Upland can expect 
between $1.8 million and nearly $2 
million from the city’s share of the 
remaining property tax and state 
surplus. 

The adopted budget for the fiscal 
year beginning Saturday retores a 
variety of services reduced or 
eliminated under the $11.36 million 
budget previously prepared. 

Council members had reviewed 
that budget with the assumption 
Upland would receive no new 
property tax money nor any of the 
state surplus. 

Andrade explained that the city 
would not know the exact figure it 
will receive for at least a week, 
because the bill signed June 24 by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. requires 
that funds toward paying off voter - 
approved bonds must be calculated 
and subtracted first from the relief 
measure. 

He said Upland would get about 
$600,000 from the $4.1 billion the

legislature provided in direct aid to 
local governments for the first year 
of the Jarvis - Gann property tax 
limitation initiative. These funds 
come from the state surplus. 

The other some $1.2 million the 
city expects, Andrade added, is 
Upland’s share of the $5.4 billion in 
reallocated property tax. 

In addition to the $1.57 in restored 
cuts, the new budget erases a $170,- 
000 subsidy for parks and recreation 
and a $130,000 subsidy for the 
library. The proposed subsidies 
eliminated had been drawn from the 
city’s general fund reserves. 

Travers cautioned that the state 
relief measure gives the city a ‘‘one 
- year adjustment period”’ to ‘‘wind 
down services in a more orderly 
fashion,”’ but that Upland cannot ex- 
pect as high an allocation for 1979- 
80. 

Andrade noted the budget comes 
within $900,000 of the one outlined in 
May for the city had Proposition 13 
been defeated. He said almost all 
layoffs previously anticipated have 
been canceled, but that the city staff 
would look hard before suggesting 
the filling of any vacancies arising 
in 1978-79 

The budget contains no cost - of - 
living increases for city workers. 
Travers noted the bill Brown signed 
prohibits cost - of - living increases 
at the local level that would exceed

New legal service office

For years the U.S. Supreme Court 
has guaranteed the right of poor 
defendants to free legal assistance 
in criminal cases, but what do you 
do if you cannot afford an attorney 
to help in a civil problem? 

One answer is provided by the 
Inland Counties Legal Services,

The new budget includes the hir- 
ing of two police officers eliminated 
in the previous proposal and wipes 
out a nine - month delay scheduled 
before hiring two others. 

The council restored the proposed 
elimination of street weed control 
and tree trimming and retained 
animal control under the Police 
Department, rather than contrac- 
ting with the Humane Society of the 
Chaffey Community. These cuts had 
amounted to $252,019. 

The major responsibility tor 
sidewalk repair would be 
transferred to property owners un- 
der a program similar to weed 
abatement. However, further coun- 
cil action is needed to shift respon- 
sibility from the city directly to the 
property owner. 


Dog license fees were raised to $4 
for spayed females and neutered 
males and to $8 for unalterred dogs. 

Librarian Linda Yao said the add- 
ed funds will mean the library will 
be open 16 more hours a week than 
had been previously recommended. 
Still, the library will be open 44 
hours a week during 1978-79 com- 
pared to 644 hours this year, she 
added. 


Under the new budget, youth 
sports groups will be responsible for 
paying utility bills and replacing 
burnt - out fixtures on lighted fields.

Emergency declaration 


sparks labor 


The Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District board last week 
declared a ‘‘state of emergency” to 
permit freezing district employees’ 
salaries during the coming fiscal 
year. 

The action the West San Bernar- 
dino County Federation of Teachers 
to file unfair labor practice charges 
with the state Public Employees 
Relations Board on June 23, the day 
after the board meeting. 

Similar charges to be filed by 
Associated Chaffey Teachers, the 
district’s largest teacher group, 
were pending Tuesday. 

The board was scheduled to meet 
4:30 this afternoon to consider 
further budget steps in the wake of 
passage of Proposition 13 and the 
legislature’s relief measure signed 
June 24 by Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. 

Trustees approved the declaration 
on a 3-2 vote, with Ray Sarrio and 
Charles Uhalley dissenting. Both 
board members called the action 
premature. 

Superintendent Mike Dirksen 
originally recommended adoption of 
the declaration at the board meeting 
June 19. 

He explained then that without ac- 
tion before July 1, scheduled pay in- 
creases for certificated employees 
would be binding. 

Certificated employees were 
scheduled to receive a 4 percent in- 
crease effective July 1 and a 2.75 
percent increase in February. 

Dirksen has said a salary freeze 
could save the district a maximum 
of $1 million. Associated Chaffey 
Teachers had_ refused Dirksen’s 
request to voluntarily forgo pay in- 


First priority is given to such 
cases as evictions, suits for money 
owed, family emergencies, salary 
levies, car repossessions and 
foreclosures. 

Like other legal services, Mrs. 
Bevill explained, the program has to 
turn down some cases and make 
referrals elsewhere. 

Because the program only 
operates part - time in Ontario, the 
need must be particularly pressing, 
She added. > 

Duarte pointed out that the only 
types of cases the office will 
automatically rule out are probate, 
fee - generating cases, bankruptcies 
and criminal actions. 

He said attorneys taking fee - 
generating cases are usually paid a 
percentage of the award or settle- 
ment. The public defender’s office 
provides free legal assistance in 
criminal cases, and Inland Counties 
Legal Services does not duplicate 
that role, Duarte said. 

Because of their lower income, 
the poor are more likely to face 
problems requiring legal aid, 
Duarte explained. He said cases in-

reduced by city 


The Upland City Council Monday 
night adopted scaled - down versions 
of increases for the business license 
tax and engineering and planning 
fees. 


The council rejected a staff - 
recommended plan to increase the 
business license tax by 50 percent. 
With Councilwoman Ina Petokas 
dissenting, the council voted 4-1 to 
adopt a more modest 20 percent in- 
crease suggested by the Upland 
Chamber of Commerce. 


A section tying future increases to 
the rise in the consumer price index 
was dropped. 


For engineering services, grading 
and construction permit fees were 
increased 65 percent and plan check 
fees 20 percent. Planning fees were 
raised 14 percent, from $490 to $560, 
for zone changes and conditional - 
use permits.

In an automobile reposssession, 
Duarte noted that the company 
repossessing the car may sue for the 
balance of the contract after resale. 
’ However, he pointed out that the 
firm must follow certain procedures 
before it can collect the payment 
balance. 

Law requires that the car be 
resold at a reasonable value based 
on a standard guide to used car 
prices, Duarte said. He added that 
ensuring that the car is resold at a 
reasonable value or defending the 
original buyer when it is not are ex- 
amples of how the program works.

College plans ‘snuffed out’ 





Chaffey cancels summer school 


Plans for summer school at 
Chaffey College were snuffed out 
Thursday with ‘‘as little passion as 
possible,’ when the board of 
trustees voted to cancel the session 
because of reduced income resulting 
from the passage of Proposition 13 

In addition, the trustees voted to 
hold salaries at their present levels. 
but with the possibility of increasing 
them later in the year 

The board also adopted a tentative 


budget severely pruned by $2.1 
million from last year 
Although the vote to cancel 


summer school was 4-0, with board 
member Herschel Glenn absent, the 
vote was a difficult one for the 
board 

After the motion was made and 
seconded, there was a moment of 
silence before the board members 
found their voices to cast reluctant 
“aye” votes 

The only thing to cheer the board 
and the audience, crammed into the 
board room and overflowing into the 
hallway, was an announcement by 
Dr James Catanzaro 
superintendent-president, that the 
college would be receiving enough 
state money to allow the college to 
operate at 85 percent of its 1977-78 
budget, a figure much higher than 
previously anticipated 

The 85 percent funding level, 
however, means the college still has 
to pare down its budget by $2.1 
million, Catanzaro said 

He said the news came to him at 3 
p.m. Thursday from the chancellor 
of the community colleges 

He also said sweeping changes 
would be in store for the college 
because it will no longer receive 
state money on the basis of average 
daily attendance (ADA) 

Previously all school districts 
received support from the state on 
the basis of how many students were 
in attendance. This plan kept the

“We will be a new institution in 
the fall — and a state institution — 
because we will be getting the lion’s 
share of our money from the state,” 
Catanzaro remarked. 


So far the state has not put any 
strings on the money it is giving the 
community college system, but it is 
possible it could do so in the future, 
a move that could severely impair 
the college’s autonomy 


Even though the formal summer 
school session was cut, the college 
will be offering nine courses that 
are either mandated by law, funded 
entirely by grants or operated at no 
cost to the district. 


Those classes are: new oppor- 
tunities workshop, radiologic 
technology. day welding classes, 
auto body repair, basic 
prevocational education, machine 
tool technology. administration of 
justice, court reporting and 
blueprint reading 


As part of its budget cuts, the 
board voted to freeze all college 
employee salaries at their present 
level, but did not preclude the 
possibility of raising them during 
the coming year 


This move met with some opposi- 
tion from the faculty staff. It was 
their feeling the board should wait a 
while longer, until budget figures 
are finalized, before holding back 
salary increases. 


Another bone of contention was 
the fact that Catanzaro is the only 
employee to receive a salary hike. It 
was explained the raise was a result 
of his appointment to the

He was paid $35,000 a year for that 
job and will now be receiving $41 ,000 
for his new job. His new salary, 
however, is $5,000 less than was paid 
to the previous superintendent- 
president and he will be still doing 
personnel services work. 


The tentative budget approved by 
the board was skimpy and bare- 
boned. 


Robert Totten, assistant 
superintendent of business services. 
reported the tentative budget was 
prepared rather quickly with the 
new information the college receiv- 
ed on state funding earlier in the 
day. He said it probably does not ac- 
curately reflect what the final 
budget will look like. 


One of the most’ effected 
categories was community services. 
It was almost entirely wiped out by 
the cuts, Totten said. 


Supplies for the college were 
slashed by over $700,000 for next 
year, equipment replacement was 
chopried by over $58,000 and con- 
tracted services were reduced by 
$246,000. 


The salary account also was 
diminished, but the exact figures 
were not available. It is expected 
some employee layoffs will be oc- 
curring sometime before the final 
budget is adopted. Salaries are the 
largest portion of the budget. 


Totten said the final budget, when 
drawn up, ‘‘will not allow for even $1 
deviation.” 


The board’s next regular meeting 
is scheduled for July 13 at which 
time a more complete budget will be 
ready for its review. 
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State program passes 
blocking pay increases

Automatic pay increases for most 
county employees have been block- 
ed by passage of a massive state aid 
Program that will help local 
governments cope with Proposition 
13, the county board of supervisors 
was told Monday. 

That is expected to save county 
government nearly $5 million in the 
fiscal year starting Saturday. 

The law that provides $4.1 billion 
in direct aid to local governments 
was passed by the Legislature Fri- 
day and signed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. Saturday. 

San Bernardino County govern- 
ment will get at least $30 million in 
aid to pay for its share of Medi-Cal, 
Social Security supplemental 
payments to the aged, blind and dis- 
abled, and welfare administration 
and grants. 

That law also says local govern- 
ment employees cannot get cost-of- 
living pay increases unless state 
employees receive them, too, Coun- 
ty Administrative Officer Earl 
Goodwin said. 

(The law was intended to help 
local governments replace part of 
the $7 billion they will lose in 
property tax income from Proposi- 
tion 13. 

The Senate has included $194 
million in its version of the state 
budget for 5 percent pay increases 
for state employees. The Assembly 
has refused to go along. The matter 
is expected to be settled by an 
Assembly-Senate committee 
Brown has vowed to veto any pay in- 
creases 

Goodwin said he doesn’t believe 
state employees will get pay in- 
creases, and in turn, most county 
employees won't 

Under a three-year contract ex- 
piring in 1980, county workers 
represented by the San Bernardino 
Public Employees Association 
would have received pay increases 
of 5 percent starting Saturday

der contracts running through mid- 
1979. 

Richard C. Stearns, general 
manager of the San Bernardino 
Public Employees Association, 
agreed with Goodwin that cost-of- 
living pay increases appear to be 
barred by the new state law. 

“There are things in there which 
need interpretation,” Stearns said. 


Among those are pay raises 
relating to merit, promotions and 
job reclassifications, he said. 


And he said his association, which 
represents nearly 90 percent of the 
more than 7,000 county employees, 
will insist on previously negotiated 
increases in the county contribution 
to employees’ health insurance. 


Goodwin said later the county ad- 
ministration plans to hold firm to its 
interpretation of the law, ‘‘which 
means no increases in anything.” 

The supervisors had urged the 
employees’ associations to defer 
their pay increases, but the 
associations said the supervisors 
should wait until after the 
Legislature had acted on providing 
emergency did = \to Toca 
governments. 

“T guess I need not reiterate our 
feeling that the solution (to Proposi- 
tion 13 problems) is making govern- 
ment more efficient. To deny 
employees increases is ridiculous 
—it’s sickening, as far as I’m con- 
cerned,’’ Stearns said. ‘‘But we'll 
deal with it as best as we can.”’ 


Supervisors forced 
to accept initiative 


Without comment Monday, county 
supervisors put a measure they did 
not want in the first place on the 
Nov. 7 ballot — an initiative that 
would require voter approval of pay 
and benefit increases for them and 
other elected county officials. 

The supervisors declined last year 
to put a similar measure on the 
ballot, despite the urgings of a 
citizens’ group 

But last week, Registrar of Voters 
Bill Clinton said the group had 
gathered more than the number of 
voter signatures required to qualify 
the measure for a countywide 
ballot. 

That left the supervisors no choice 
but to place the initiative on the 
Nov. 7 ballot. 

The citizens’ group, Association of 
Concerned Citizens of San Bernar- 
dino County. is the same one which 
helped force county supervisors to 
roll back the 40 percent pay increase 
they attempted to vote themselves 
two years ago. 

Pete Faust, a West End leader of 
the group, called the initiative ‘‘tru- 
ly historic.” It is believed to be the

1irst. to qualify by county-wide peti- 
tion in at least 20 years. 

It is, the Ontario resident said, 
“the culmination of a battle 
between the people and the super- 
visors for control of salaries and ex- 
pense accounts.” 

The measure would affect the 
Salaries and benefits of the five 
county supervisors, seven elected 
department heads, and Justice 
Court judges and constables. 


If passed, the latest measure 
would replace the controls over 
supervisors’ pay approved by the 
voters June 6. The measure on the 
June ballot had been put there by the 
supervisors’ own action. 


‘“With what I expect to be 
overwhelming passage in 
November, the people will have won 
the last in a long series of battles 
which has seen the forced resigna- 
tion of one supervisor under threat 
of recall, the rollback of a 40 percent 
raise, and an attempt by the super- 
visors to head off the people’s move- 
ment with a ballot proposal of their 
own,’ Faust said

Solve inflation: 


By Richard L. Lesher 

You have trouble saving, 
and may be dipping into 
savings to pay routine bills. 
A raise — if you’re lucky 
enough to get one — doesn’t 
seem to do much good. Most 
of the luxuries have been 
cut out of the budget, and 
still it’s difficult making 
ends meet. Those are the 
effects inflation is having 
on many consumers. 

For businesses, inflation 
also causes problems: 


Costs — raw materials, 
rent, credit, wages, 
utilities, insurance, fees, 


taxes, etc. —keep on going 
up. But raising prices to 
cover the increased ex- 
penses is difficult, because 
customers resist higher 
prices. 

If prices cannot rise, it is 
difficult to maintain 
product quality. Businesses 
tread a thin line between 
survival and bankruptcy. 

It is unrealistic to expect 
people in either of these 
positions to be very recep- 
tive to a call to ‘‘sacrifice”’ 
to end inflation. Rising 
wages and prices in the 
private sector are largely 
symptoms of inflation, not 
causes. 

The cause of inflation is 
not difficult to understand 


When the federal govern- 
ment spends more money 
than it takes in, in a high 
employment economy, the 
difference must be made up 
somehow. One way to make 
it up is to raise taxes open- 
ly, another way is to impose 
the hidden tax of inflation, 
by creating new money 
faster than the economy 
can create new goods and 
services. 


Since voters are fed up 
with tax increases, the 
politicians are making up 
the difference with the in- 


flation tax, and hoping no— 


one will be smart enough to 
hold them responsible for it. 


And in a sense, the 
politicians are only partly 
responsible. We all — 
collectively — tend to want 
more from the government 
than we are willing to pay 
for. Our representatives 
should make the tough 
decisions on who gets what 
from the money available. 
But it’s politically more ex- 
pedient to try to give 
everybody what they want 
and let inflation take care of 
the overdraft

not going to be controlled by

anything business or labor 
can do. And jawboning from 
the director of the Council 
on Wage and Price Stabili- 
ty, or even from the presi- 
dent, deserves to be 
recognized for what it is: a 
political cop out. 

For the record, the deficit 
for fiscal (budget) year 1977 
was $45 billion. It will 
probably reach $53 billion 
for fiscal 1978. And the pro- 
jection for 1979 is $60 
billion. 

If and when the govern- 
ment does its part by reduc- 
ing spending, there are 
some things we can all do to 
help. 

— Stop pressing our 
representatives for costly 
government programs. 
Inflation removes from the 
left pocket what the govern- 
ment puts into the right. 

— Limit average wage in- 
creases to average in- 
creases in productivity. Or 
better yet, increase produc- 
tivity to match our expec- 
tations for wage increases. 

— Shop carefully. 
Competitive pressure is a 
strong weapon against ris- 
ing prices. 

— Demand that the 
benefits from government 
regulation at least match 
the cost of regulation 
Perfection is literally 
priceless ... we just don’t 
have the money to buy it. 

— Adjust tax policy to 
reward saving and invest- 
ment. 

Conquering inflation does 
not require resigning 
ourselves to a lower stan- 
dard of living. But it does 
require that we rediscover 
the source of a rising stan- 
dard of living: Investment 
in better tools for workers 
which will improve produc- 


tivity, provide new and 
better jobs, and provide 
higher increases for all

A Woman Ought To Know 
‘Last-hired’ lay-off 
takes family support 


E. R. of San Diego 
writes: ‘‘I’m enraged? I’ve 
been widowed two years 
and I’m the sole support of 
two children. I finally land 
ed my first paid job 
providing assistance in 
home chores for elderly and 
disabled women. Now the 
county is cutting these ser 
vices and I was among the 
first to get a layoff notice 

These women need the 
services, and I resent being 
laid off because I lack 
seniority. If I end up on 
welfare, who benefits? Why 
should I be the first fired 
when it’s so hard for me to 
find employment?”’

Unfortunately, layoffs tend 
to affect women dis- 
proportionately since they 
lack the protection of 
seniority. Many gains in 
employment for women are 
recent, and women continue 


to be last hired and first 
fired 
The fact that many 


women head households and 
many help support families 
has not altered the treat- 
ment of women during 
layoffs. Apparently society 
is not yet ready to recognize 
and reduce the hardships 
affecting women during 
periods of high unemploy- 
ment 

Recently the New York 
Times reported that rising 
unemployment in Western

Europe is threatening gains 
of women workers there 
Layoffs in several countries 
have hit women who 
entered the labor market in 
large numbers in the early 
sixties 

The Times attributes this 
to low seniority, lack of 
labor union support and to 
the fact that, the Times 
says, ‘‘the priority of most 
governments, businesses 
and unions is to maintain 
employment for male heads 
of families and to facilitate 
the entry into the job 
market of males under age 
25, who are viewed as a par- 
ticulary volatile force.”’ 

A recent measure in- 
troduced by 
Assemblywoman Maxine 


San Dimas Press; LaVerne Leader; The Bulletin; Upland News; Rancho Gucamonga Times; Montciair Tribune 


Waters of Los Angeles 
would prevent the use of a 
single yardstick — seniority 
— as the only measure of an 
employee's right to job 
protection during layoffs. 
Her bill, AB 3532, would 
require cities, counties and 
school districts to take into 
account such factors as job 
performance, job necessity, 
and affirmation action in 
decisions to lay off or 
reassign employees. 
Certainly agencies should 
abide by affirmation action 
laws and policies in good 
faith, especially during 
layoffs and increases in un- 
empioyment which hit 
women workers harshly. 


A. M. of San Francisco 
writes: “After years of 
barely surviving as a 
clerical worker, I was offer- 
ing training to repair 
appliances like washers and 
dryers. I love the work — 
and the money doubled. 
Would you let women know 
they don’t have to exist on 
subsistence wages if they 
will look for training in oc- 
cupations like mine?” 


We certainly like to see 
women moving into good 
jobs that require appren- 
ticeship or vocational train- 
ing. 

Vocational education is 
‘‘a big and sex dis- 
criminatory business,’’ ac- 
cording to the Women’s 
Rights Project of the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union Foundation. The 
point is made in its new 
publication, ‘‘How to Erase 
Sex Discrimination in 
Vocational Education” : 

— Female students in 
vocational education are 
concentrated in home 
economics, health and of- 
fice work. 

— Half are enrolled in 
home economics, where 
only 2 percent will have 
gainful employment. 

— The health and office 
work programs promise 
low wages. But only four 
out of 27 areas of male - 
concentrated trade and in- 
dustrial programs pay less 
than $4 per hour.

“The role of women has 
forever been defined in con- 
tradictory terms,’ Says 
UCLA folklorist Frances 
Tally. 


‘She is the source of life 
and good, and the goddess 
of death and destruction. 
She has been worshipped 
and reviled, adored and 
hated, because of her sex.” 


Tally’s UCLA summer 
sessions course titled ‘‘The 
Folklore of Women’’ will 
trace deep-rooted beliefs 
about women as found in 
myths, folk tales, ballads, 
proverbs, and customs, in 
order to analyze their in- 
fluence on modern day 
woman. 

The folklore surrounding 
motherhood is voluminous 
and colorful, Tally dis- 
covered in her doctoral 
research, ‘‘The pregnant 


woman, or fertility woman 
in mythical terms, has 
power,’ she says. ‘‘It was 
a common custom to 
reverently place a piece of 
fruit at the feet of a preg- 
nant woman when she came 
into the house.”’ 

The belief in the magical 
powers of women appears 
in early sagas and in 
legends of sorcery and 
witchcraft. The fear of 
women’s harmful in- 
fluences is reflected in 
+seafaring, mining and far- 
ming. Tally feels that this 
deep and irrational fear has 
proved detrimental to 
women overall. 

‘‘The Folklore of 
Women” is scheduled for 
Monday to Friday, June 26 
to Aug. 4, from 1 to 2 p.m. 
on the UCLA campus. For

More than looks in 
choosing sunglasses 


Many people wear 
sunglasses during part of 
the daylight hours to 
protect their eyes against 
bright sunlight and 
reflected glare. Yet, in 
choosing sunglasses, most 
of us are not sure of what to 
look for beyond the 
cosmetic attraction of color 
and shape 

Here are some pointers 
to keep in mind when choos- 
ing sunglasses 

Prescription sunglasses 
— If you wear prescription 
eyeglasses, you also should 
have prescription 
sunglasses. These are 
better than the clip - on 
tinted glasses which add 
weight, can mar your 
glasses, and sometimes in- 
terfere with clear vision. If 
you wear contact lenses, 
you can use non - prescrip- 
tion sunglasses 

Plastic or glass — 
Federal law requires that 
all lenses — either plastic 
or glass — be impact - resis- 
tant. However, this does not 
mean that they are shatter - 
proof. Glass lenses are less 
likely to have surface 
scratches. Plastic lenses 
are lighter in weight 

Type of protection — For 
most people, sunglasses 
that screen out ultraviolet 
rays provide adequate 
protection.

water or other high - glare 
areas, you should have 
glasses that also screen out 
infrared rays 

What color — Medium to 
dark gray gives the least 
color distortion and the best 
color perception. (This 
preferred color, however, is 
usually found only in better 
quality glasses.) Green 
lenses produce some color 
distortion; they are the se- 
cond - best choice. 

Blue lenses have a built-in 
hazard because they blur 
the red and green colors in 


traffic signals. High 
fashion colors (orange, 
pink, lavender) interfere 


with color perception. 

Sun - sensitive glasses — 
These have self - adjusting 
light filters. If you are going 
to wear sun sensitive 
glasses, allow for a break- 
ing - in period — they have 
to go through several light - 
to - dark cycles before the 
self - adjusting mechanism 
works promptly. 

Despite the fact that they 
can accommodate to 
various levels of light, they 
should not be worn after 
dark since they can 
adversely affect your abili- 
ty to see. 

Polarizing lenses — 
These lenses eliminate ver- 
tical glare and provide ex-

cellent protection. They are 
not considered suitable to 
wear, however, when driv- 
ing a car. 

If you tilt your head, as 
you often do in the course of 
driving, you lose your 
protection against vertical 
glare. In some cases, this 
type of lense creates the ad- 
ditional problem of 
emphasizing flaws in the 
windshield. 

How to choose — When 
shopping for non - prescrip- 
tion sunglasses, examine 
them in and against the 
light for scratches, streaks, 
bubbles, blurs or other 
flaws. Be sure the lenses 
are of equal color and densi- 
ty 

Then hold them away 
from you, at about half an 
arm’s length, and focus on 
an object with strong ver- 
tical and horizontal lines, 
such as a door or a window 
frame. Then move the 
glasses up, down and 
sideways. If the lines you 
are focusing on waver, 
there is distortion in the 
lenses.

Study contract in making purchases

Are you planning to buy a 
car or some other large 
item in the future? Take a 
few minutes to read this ar- 
ticle. It may save you from 
unnecessary problems in 
the future. 

Many problems that arise 
between buyers and sellers 
happen because you, the 
buyer, do not understand 
your rights and duties when 
you enter into a contract. 

People who buy goods and 
services for home use are 
called consumers. Many 
new state and federal laws 
have been passed to protect 
consumers, and to make 
sure that when you buy 


something, you will know 
what you are getting into 
before you sign the con- 
tract. 

An example of these new 
laws is the federal Truth In 
Lending Act. This act re- 
quires that certain dis- 
closures be made to you by 
the seller before you sign. 

It applies to most 
agreements where you 
agree to make more than 
four payments, or where a 
finance charge is imposed 
on any type of consumer 
purchase, no matter if it is 
4 car, TV, washing 
machine, credit card, or 
just borrowing money. 

The annual percentage 
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rate is a good indicator of 
the cost of credit to you. 
The higher the number, the 
more you pay. 

The state Usuary Law 
prohibits charging more 
than 10 percent annual in- 
terest on cash loans, but 
there are many exceptions. 

Credit card companies 
may charge up to 18 percent 
on amounts up to $1,000 
while some finance com- 
panies may charge up to 30 
percent on certain amounts.

Treasures of gems and 
minerals, which would 
make the legendary Captain 
Kidd snarl with envy, are on 
view at the Natural History 
Museum of Los Angeles 
County. 

The new E. Hadley Stuart 
Jr. Hall of Gems and 
Minerals opened May 3 for 
the public to marvel at one 
of the richest and most 
spectacular collections ever 
assembled. 

The elegant hall has been 
in the planning stages since 
1971 when the museum em- 
barked on a $8.5 million 
campaign to expand exhibi- 
tion, research and 
educational facilities. The 
hall is part of the newly con- 
structed north wing of the 
museum. 

Within the more than 6,- 
200 square feet of the hall, 
over 1,500 gems and 
minerals are displayed in 
varied exhibits. They are 
designed to depict the basic 
principles of mineralogy in 
a unique and exciting 
presentation, which will 
stimulate interest and en- 
courage a better understan- 
ding of the many aspects of 
the mineral kingdom. 

The entrance to the hall is 
marked by a spectacular 
spray of phantom calcite 
crystals. This specimen in- 
vites the visitor to explore 
further into the world of 
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,. New treasure hall displays gems 


gems and minerals. 

In the center of the 
magnificent hall, under a 
dropped ceiling, is a 
triangular arrangement of 
12 specially designed 
parallelogram-shaped cases 
with granite bases and 
seamless plexiglass tops. 

Housed in these unique 
cases are some of the most 
outstanding mineral 
specimens in the world. A 
few of these classics of rare 
beauty from the E. Hadley 
Stuart, Jr., the Mark C. 
Bandy and the museum 
collections are: the largest 
reported proustite (ruby- 
colored silver ore) from 
Chanarcillo, Chile; silver 
crystals and wires from 
Kongsberg, Norway, for- 
ming beautiful natural 
sculptures; lustrous, 
perfectly formed epidote 


(a yellowish-green mineral) 


crystals trom 


Knappenwand, Untersulz- 
bachtal, Austria; and an 
azurite (copper ore) of 
beautiful, well-formed 
crystals from Tsumeb, 
South West Africa. 

Along the north wall, an 
exhibit explains in a 
simplified yet thought- 
provoking manner the 
basics of mineralogy, using 
entirely new techniques. It 
examines the question, 
‘‘What is a mineral?” 

The lesson includes peek- 


ing into the infinite atomic 
lattice of a quartz crystal 
while learning the complex- 
ities of defining a mineral. 
The fundamentals of 
mineral identification, bas- 
ed on physical properties of 
hardness, streak, specific 
gravity, color, luster and 
cleavage, are illustrated in 
a series of descriptive ex- 
hibits. 

The ‘‘Minerals to Gems in 
the Americas’’ exhibit 
focuses on the hisotry of the 
gemstone prior to its ap- 
pointment with the gem 
cutter. It answers a com- 
mon question among 
museum visitors, ‘‘What is 
the difference between a 
gem and a mineral?” 

An audio-visual display 
will augment the exhibit 
and explain how the impor- 
tant gem species of the 
Americas have formed, 
how they occur, how they 
are mined and how they are 
processed after being ex- 
tracted from the earth. 

The ‘‘Minerals to Gems”’ 
area provides a perfect in- 
troduction to the F.C. Hixon 
Vault. In this elegant, 
triangular-shaped room the 
visitor finds a world of ex- 
traordinary riches. 

In spotlit cases a dazzl- 
ing, multi-million dollar 
array of colored gemstones 
— sapphires, tourmalines,

A. special section of the 
vault will house some of the 
world’s rarest and most ex- 
pensive diamonds, in- 
cluding the II-carat Earth 


In the Gold Rush exhibit 
sponsored by the Hearst 
Foundation, visitors can ex- 
perience the heady sensa- 
tion of being surrounded by 
gold in its many enticing 
forms — nuggets, crystals, 
leaves and wire, just as 
they were found and ex- 
tracted by miners through 
the years. 


Examples of early mining 
tools and other artifacts of 
the Gold Rush era will help 
tell the story of gold and its 
importance in the develop- 
ment of California. 


An attention-getter will 
be a record-sized California 
nugget, weighing 156- 
ounces, discovered only last 
December in. the Mojave 
Desert. However, the finder 
isn’t revealing the exact 
location since he doesn’t 
want to risk starting a 1978 
Gold Rush. 


Museum-goers, ac- 
customed to ‘‘Don’t Touch”’ 
signs, are in for a happy 
surprise. 


Dr. Peter C. Keller, 
curator of mineralogy and 
geology, maintains that an 
important part of the ex- 
perience is to touch and feel 
some of the specimens 


The touchable items in- 
clude pieces of jade from 
California and Burma and a 
100-pound fragment of the 
Canyon Diablo meteorite 
from Arizona. 


The entire south wall of 
the hall is devoted to the 
systematic mineral collec- 
tion, in which minerals are 
classified according to their 
chemical composition. This 
exhibit displays only excep- 
tional specimens of each 
group rather than attemp- 
ting to include examples of 
all known mineral species 


A tour will include a 
lesson in the fundamentals 
of mineral identification: 
an answer to the question of 
the difference between a 
gem and a mineral; an ex- 
planation of how the impor- 
tant gem species are form- 
ed, how they are mined and 
processed after being ex- 
tracted from the earth; and 
a Classification of minerals 
according to their chemical 
composition 


Keller explained, ‘‘The 
goal is simple: to promote a 
better understanding of the 
basics of mineralogy and to 
present the varied beauty of 
gems and minerals in an in- 
timate atmosphere of sim- 
ple elegance.”

6100 DEFINITIONS For the purpose of this Division, the folowing words 
and phrases shall have the following meanings 

ARCADE A general room or enclosure in which is conducted a business 
of operating or exhibiting any photograph, gramophone, talking machine 
music machine, kinetograph, biograph, projectoscope, or any other instru- 
ment or machine of like character, or exhibiting, showing or letting the use 
of any game of skill, microscope. lungtester, muscle-tester, galvanic 
battery, weighing machine, fortune-telling machine or machine of similar 
character 

AUCTIONEER A person who sells or offers for sale any real or personal 
property at auction (exclusive of sales under deeds of trust. mortgages 
pledges or sales under order of court, or judicial proceedings including es- 
tate sales) or who carries on the business of auctioneer whether or not at a 
fixed place of business in the City 

CARNIVAL Any commercialized merry-making whether upon a public 
street or otherwise, for adults or minors, wherein there is any performance 
or any exhibition of any kind or character, or concession, or group of con- 
cessions. or tests of skill, or merry-go-round, ferris wheel or rides on 
animals or clowns or side shows of any kind 

CIRCUS Any exhibition in which seats for spectators are arranged in 
tiers. and in which are shown feats of horsemanship, balancing, tumbling 
vaulting, where clowns and singers and acrobats and wild animals and per- 
formers and actors entertain the audience 

CONTRACTORS AND SUBCONTRACTORS The word contractor shall 
include any person who shall do any type of eonstruction work for an agreed 
price, or who shall hold himself out to the public as in such business, or who 
is engaged in any construction business subject to State regulation and re- 
quires a license from a State regulatory body, The word contractor shall in- 
clude any subcontractor. The word subcontractor shall include any person 
who contracts to fulfill a part of the whole of a contract made by a principal 
contractor, A separate license and fee is not required whenever a contrac- 
tor is also conducting a business as a Subdivider and/or Developer 

DAY NURSERY Any place where more than four (4) children, other 
than members of one’s own family, are kept during the day for an agreed 
price. The license fee for a day nursery shall be governed according to the 
fee schedule set forth in Section 6401.1 of this Code 

DEVELOPER For the purposes of this Division ‘Developer’ shall mean 
any person conducting, managing, or operating or causing the conducting, 
managing, or operating of the business of improving, enhancing, or better- 
ing by the building or construction of any structure for the purpose of lease , 
sale, or financing, either immediate or future, upon, over or under any 
parcel of land shown upon the latest adopted map of record or tax roll of the 
County of Los Angeles. Developer may include Contractor and or Sub- 
divider but shall exclude a person developing a parcel for the purpose of oc- 
cupaney for at least a period of six months by the developer or for the ex- 
clusive use by the developer 

EMPLOYEE All persons engaged in the operation or conduct of any 
business, whether as owner, any member of the owner's family, agent. 
manager. solicitor and any and all other persons employed in said business, 
whether for compensation or not. Persons working less than 20 hours per 
week may be considered as half time employees. No person shall be con- 
sidered an employee who does not start from, or “ome to, or work in the 
City in the course of his employment. 

EMPLOYEES — AVERAGE NUMBER OF The average number of per- 
sons employed daily in the applicant's business for the period of one year 
shall be determined by adding together the number of employees of each 
payday during the year and the sum thereof divided by the number of 
paydays. Two part-time employees shall be considered as one employee 
and a part-time employee is one who works less than 20 hours per week. 

FIXED PLACE OF BUSINESS A place of business located within the 
City at which a person conducts a business. profession or trade. or sells. 
contracts, constructs, makes or repairs goods, or performs acts or services 
in respect 4o said business, or offers or solicits for the sale of goods or ser- 
vices and/or where an owner of such business. his agent or employee. is 
regularly found so as to transact such business 

GROSS RECEIPTS The total of amounts actually received or receivable 
from sales and the total amount actually received or receivable for the per- 
formance of any acts or service for which a charge is made or credit allow- 
ed, whether or not the act or service is done as a part of or in connection 
with the sale of materials or goods. Included in “gross receipts’ are all 
receipts, cash, credits and property of any kind without deduction of the 
cost of tHe property sold, the cost of materials used, labor or service costs, 
including interest paid or payable or losses or other expenses. Gross 
receipts will also include the amount of any federa! manufacturer's or im- 
porter’s excise tax included in the price ot property so!d. even though the 
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the amount of such tax is stated in a separate charge. Gross receipts shall 
not include cash discounts, the amount of any federal tax imposed on or 
with respect to retail sales, whether imposed upon the retailer or the con- 
sumer, and regardless of whether or not the amount of federal tax is stated 
to customers as a separate charge, or any California state city or city and 
county sales or use iax required by iaw to be included in or added to the 
purchase price and collected from the consumer or purchaser. or such part 
of the sales price of any property previously sold and returned by the 
purchaser to the seller which is refunded by the seller by way of cash or 
credit allowances given or taken as part payment on any property so 
accepted for resaie 

The gross receipts of a general contractor shall not include that portion 
of his receipts which represent payments to subcontractors licensed under 
this ordinance. provided the general contractor furnishes the collector with 
names and addresses of said subcontractors and the amounts paid to them 
Gross receipts of a real estate agent or broker do not include the sale price 
of real estate sold to the account of others, except that portion which 
represents commission or other income to the agent or broker or any real 
estate salesman who is the independent contractor or employee of such 
broker or agent 


HOME OCCUPATION DEFINED Home Occupations shall be as defined 
in Title 9. Chapter 7 of Division [X of the City of La Verne Ordinance Code 

HOTELS AND MOTELS DEFINED The definition of hotels and motels 
shall be as defined in Division 9, Section 9716 of the Ordinance Code. 

HOSTESS PARTY A gathering of two (2) or more persons at any one 
place for the purpose of viewing a selection or display of goods. wares and 
merchandise and ‘or for the purchase of same, whether or not the person at 
whose home, house, premises or facilities said goods, wares or merchan- 
dise are so displayed, receives a commission on any sale so made as a 
result of said display 

JOBBER A jobber is any person who buys goods. wares or merchandise 
in quantities from manufacturers or importers and sells them to dealers or 
wholesalers 

MANUFACTURING Manufacturing shall mean the business of making. 
developing, assembling or packaging of any machines. devices. articles 
things. commodities, goods. wares, merchandise. products. equipment 
material or substances for sale or distribution to the public either at 
wholesale or retail 

MULTIPLE DWELLING For the purpose of this Ordinance, a ‘‘Hotel 
Apartment’’ house 1s a building where certain or all of the rooms therein 
are offered for let as a temporary abode, sleeping place, or living quarters: 

Apartment House” or ‘‘Duplex” is any building having two or more living 
quarters where such living quarters consist of more than one room each. 
all under the same roof and where such living quarters are let or offered for 
let Apartment Courts’’ or ‘‘Bungalow Courts” are two or more living 
quarters consisting of structures constructed on a single parcel of rea! 
property series of parcels owned by the same person and offered for let as 
abodes or living quarters 

PERSON As used in this ordinance, ‘‘person” includes all domestic and 
foreign corporations, associations, syndicates, joint stock corporations, 
partnerships of every kind. clubs, Massachusetts, business, or common law 
trusts, societies, and individuals transacting and carrying on any business 
in the City of La Verne, other than as an employee 

PROFESSIONAL AND SEMI-PROFESSIONAL The businesses referred 
to are as follows: accountant, auditor. appraiser, architect. attorney. 
building designer, chiropodist. chiropractor, dentist, drugless practitioner 
engineer, landscape architect. mortician, oculist, optician, optometrist, os- 
teopath. physician, psychologist, real estate broker, stock broker. sur- 
vevor. taxidermist, insurance salesmen and brokers, and similar oc- 
cupations 

PUBLIC UTILITIES Every private corporation and every individual or 
association of individuals, owning, operating. managing or controlling any 
commercial railroad, inter-urban railroad, street railroad, canal, pipe line 
plant or equipment, or any part of such railroad. street railroad, canal 
pipeline, plant or equipment, within the City. for the transportation or con- 
veyance of passengers, or express matters, or freight of any kind, including 
crude oil, or for the transmission of telephone or telegraph messages, or 
for the production. generation, transmission, delivery or furnishing of heat. 
light. water or power or for the furnishing of storage or wharfage facilities. 
either directly or indirectly, to or for the public, and every common 
carrier. is hereby declared to be a public utility 

REBOUND TUMBLING CENTER As used in this Division, ‘‘Rebound 
Tumbling Center’’ means a place where rebound tumbling equipment is 
provided and maintained for public use 

REBOUND TUMBLING EQUIPMENT As used in this Division. 
‘Rebound Tumbling Equipment” means a fabric bed or surface designed 
to provide resilience by virtue of its own elasticity or that provided by an 
elastic or spring suspension system or both. within a stable and tested 
frame and intended to be used for jumping, bouncing, or acrobatic tumbl- 
ing 

SUBDIVIDER For the purpose of this Division ‘‘Subdivider” shall mean 
any person who is conducting. managing, or operating or causes the con- 
ducting, managing or operating of the business of dividing or proposing to 
divide into two or more parcels for the purpose of lease. sale. or financing, 
either immediate or future, any land or parcel shown on the latest adopted 
map of record or tax roll of the County of Los Angeles as a unit or con- 
tiguous units. Subdivider may include Developer and/or Contractor 
whenever a Developer and or Contractor is also conducting the business of 
subdividing 

SWAP MEET A business or activity at which persons are admitted to dis-

6200 REVENUE MEASURE This ordinance is enacted solely to raise 
revenue for municipal purposes, and is not intended for regulation 
6201 LICENSE COLLECTOR AND DUTIES The Finance Officer shall be 
the License Collector and it shall be the duty of the License collector to 
regularly and promptly require the licensing of all business regulated 
herein and to cause the collection of the fees therefor and the prosecution of 
ill persons violating any of the provisions hereof 
6202 ENFORCEMENT Jt shall be the duty of the License Collector, and he 
is hereby directed to enforce each and all of the provisions of this or- 
dinance, and the Chief of Police shall render such assistance in the enforce- 
ment hereof as may from time to time be required by the License Collector 
or the City Council 

The License Collector in the exercise of the duties imposed upon him 
hereunder, and acting through his deputies or duly authorized assistants, 
shall examine or cause to be examined all places of business. in the City of 
La Verne to ascertain whether the provisions of this ordinance have been 
complied with 

The License Collector and each and all of his assistants and any police of- 
ficer shall have the power and authority to enter, free of charge, and at any 
reasonable time. any place of business required to be licensed herein, and 
demand an exhibition of its license certificate. Any person having such 
license certificate theretofore issued, in his possession or under his control. 
who wilfully fails to exhibit the same on demand shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and subject to the penalties provided for by the provisions.of this 
ordinance. It shall be the duty of the License Collector and each of his 
assistants to cause a complaint to be filed against any and all persons*found 
to be violating any of said provisions 
5203 ENFORCEMENT OFFICER — POWERS The License Collector and 
all police officers shall have and exercise the power. and it shall be their 
duty 

4. To enter free of charge. at any time. any place of business for which a 
license is required, and to demand the exhibition of such license for the 
current term from any person engaged or emploved in the transaction of 
such business; and 

B. To require the holder of any free license to write his signature for pur- 
poses of comparison with that appearing on the original application 
6°04 SUBSTITUTE FOR OTHER REVENUE ORDINANCES Persons re- 
juired to pay a license tax for transacting and carrying on any business un- 
der this ordinance shall not be relieved from the payment of any license tax 
for the privilege of doing such business required under any other ordinance 
of the City of La Verne, and shall remain subject to the regulatory 
provisions of other ordinances. 

6205 EFFECT OF ORDINANCE ON PAST ACTIONS AND OBLIGATIONS 
PREVIOUSLY ACCRUED Neither the adoption of this ordinance nor its 
superseding of any portion of any other ordinance of the City of La Verne 
shall in any manner be construed to affect prosecation for violation of any 
other ordinance committed prior to the effective date hereof, nor be con- 
strued as a waiver of any license or any penal provision applicable to any 
such violation, nor be construed to affect the validity of any bond or cash 
deposit required by any ordinance to be posted, filed, or deposited, and all 
rights and obligations thereunto appertaining shall continue in full force 
and effect 

6210 LICENSE REQUIRED There are hereby imposed upon the 
businesses, trades, professions, callings and occupations specified in this 
ordinance liceise taxes in the amounts hereinafter prescribed. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to transact and carry en any business, trade, 
profession, ca!!ing or occupation in the City of La Verne without first hav- 
ing procured a license from said City so to do or without complying with 
any and all applicable provisions of this ordinance. 

This section shall not be construed to require any person to obtain a 
license prior to doing business within the City if such requirement conflicts 
with applicable statutes of the United States or of the State of California 

Persons not required to obtain a license prior to doing business within the 
City because of conflict with applicable statutes of the United States or of 
the State of California shall not be liable for payment of the tax imposed by 
this ordinance. 

6215 WHEN DUE AND PAYABLE Al! license fees provided hereunder 
shall be due and payable prior to the time business operations commence 
within the City and renewals shall be due and payable on January Ist of 
each year and delinquent 31 days thereafter except as specifically provided 
elsewhere in this Ordinance 

6217 LICENSE DOES NOT PERMIT BUSINESS OTHERWISE 
PROHIBITED The payment of a license fee required herein and its accep- 
tance by the City and the issuance of a license to any person, shall not enti- 
tle the holder thereof to conduct any business in or on any building or 
premise designated in such license in the event that such business is in 
violation of any zoning ordinance or any other law, nor to conduct any 
business for which a permit is required as a prerequisite to the conducting 
of such business nor to conduct any illegal or unlawful business 

6218 BRANCH ESTABLISHMENTS AND SEPARATE BUSINESS AT 
SAME LOCATION Except as specifically provided elsewhere in this Or- 
dinance, a separate license must be obtained for each branch establish- 
ment or location of the business trahsacted and carried on and for each 
separate type of business at the same location, and each license shall 
authorize the licensee to transact and carry on only the business licensed 
thereby at the location or in the manner designated in such license: provid- 
ed that warehouses and distributing plants used in connection with and in- 
cidental to a business licensed under the provisions of this ordinance shall 
not be deemed to be separate places of business or branch establishments 
6220 APPLICATION — CONTENTS OF LICENSE Every person required 
to have a license under the provisions of this ordinance shall make applica- 
tion for the same to the License Collector of the City of La Verne, and upon 
the payment of the prescribed license tax the License Collector shall issue 
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such business is to be transacted and carried on, (4) the date of the expira 
tion of such license, and (5) such other information as may be necessary for 
the enforcement of the provisions of this ordinance
